Thb Leugbh yesterday made brief 
mention of the death of Mr. Frank R. 
Phister at Washington City. 

The telegram conveying the sad news 
gave no particulars. 

It now develops that Mr. Phister took 
his own lift* by shooting himself in the 
right temple at his hoarding-house in the 
Capital, and that death was instantane- 



,Frank R. Phister was a son of the late 
Hon. E. C. Phister, was born in this city 
in 1802, and was consequently 34 years of 
age 

After 'acquiring a fine education, 
was successfully engaged in tbe book and 
stationery business here, but a few years 
later removed to Decatur. Ala., where he 
was connected with a bank.

There Is an amusing example of toe ef- 
forta of tbe Popoerats tu let theinselvtl 
down easily in the mathematical produc- 
tion of their organs to show that a alight 
i change of the votes would have elected 
Bryan. The Washington Post, profess- 
edly Sound Money, but secretly in sym 
panby with Bryanism. produces what we 
presume to be an authorized version of 
it. which is only surpasaed io mathemati- 
cal logic by a previous effort of The Chi- 
cago Hecord. also indoraed by The Post, 
io which it was proved by the employ- 
ment of profound percentages that 3.400 
is only two thirds a* much as 2.100. 

The aecond effort does not deal with 
snch advanced mathematics as perceata 
gee, bnt confines itself to simple addition 
and subtraction. It poinU out that 
whereas the combined majorities— mean- 
ing pluralities—of California, Oregon, 
North Dakota, South Dakota. Wyoming, 
Indiana. Kentucky. West Virginia and 
Delaware only, amount to 50.500. there- 
fore, if a number of voters in each atate 
amounting to a little more than half the 
plurality had changed from McKinley to 
Bryan they would have shifted 80 Elec 
teral votes and changed the result of the 
election This is indisputable. AJao. if 
the sky bad fallen, we might have caught 
larks. 

The exact significant of this profound 
discovery may be broadened when 
also perceive that the total of pluralities 
for Bryan in Virginia, North Carolina, 
i. Kansas, Nebraaka and Wash 
lagtoa were only 53,000. Therefore, if 
voters similarly distributed in those 
changes rrom Bryan to McKin- 
ter would have had 885 Elec- 
toral vote*, and Bryan would only have 
got a bwggarly 119.
